Thi Brainerd Jo urnal endeav o rs to 
make po litical capital o ut o f the fact 
that Wayne Macv eagh has co me o ut 
fo r Clev eland, stating that he has 
been clashed amo ng the mo st pro mi­ 
nent republican leaders in the Uni tec 
States. 
The fact is that Macv eagh’s 
statement “ I Find myself at present 
in acco rd with the demo cratic party 
and intend to v o te fo r Grover Clo v e 
land” was made to an indifferent 
wo rld which had nearly fo rgo tto n his 
existence. Tho se who hav e kept their 
eyes o n mugwumps kno w that he has 
been a bitter partisan demo crat fo r 
years and there was no reaso n why 
ho sho uld hav e made the pro clama­ 
tio n. 
Ho was appo inted Atto rney- 
General by President Garfield and 
when the latter died and Mr. Arthur 
came in he ceased to be an o ffice­ 
ho lder and at the same time he be­ 
came a demo crat. Prio r to that time 
he had been o ne o f tho se delicate re­ 
publicans able to see with micro 
sco pic accuracy the mino r faults o f 
his o wn party, but quite blind to the 
glaring defects o f demo crac}» .

Po litical Fo recast. 
J udge W. A. Fleming, o f Brainerd, 
republican candidate fo r the legisla­ 
ture, and A. J. Halstead, edito r o f the 
Brainerd Tribune, were in the city 
Thursday.

o f J udge Searle fo r co ngress fro m 
the Sixth district by a plurality o f 
fro m 1,800 to 2.200.—Pio neer Press. 


Co nducto r and Engineer Respo nsible. 
Tho co ro ner’s jury which was im- 
pano led to inquire into the cause o f 
the No rthern Pacific disaster at No rth- 
to wa hav o returned the fo llo wing 
erdict: 
“ We find that the said Herbert 
Buel came to his death fro m injuries 
receiv ed in a co llisio n o n the No rth­ 
ern Pacific railro ad, near No rthto wn 
Junctio n, o n the ev ening o f Oct. 3, 
1892. 
That, in o ur o pinio n, after 
carefully co nsidering all 
the ev i­ 
dence bearing upo n the case, includ­ 
ing the duties o f the emplo yes as 
defined by the rules o f the No rthern 
Pacific Railro ad co mpany, the co lli­ 
sio n wa* due to the negligence o f 
Charles Jo hnso n, engineer, and Jo hn 
C. Ko ssall, co nducto r, in no t ho lding 
their freight train o n tho Fridley side 
track until passenger train No . T had 
passed, th# criminality o f said negli­ 
gence bo ing partially mitigated by 
tho fact that said Jo hnso n and Ro s 
sail had been allo wed to o v erwo rk; 
that in o ur o pinio n the No rthern Pa­ 
cific Railro rd co mpany is also respo n­ 
sible fo r permitting the emplo yes 
Jo hnso n and Ko ssall to take o ut a 
railro ad train after hav ing wo rked so 
many ho urs witho ut necessary rest, 
the ev idence sho wing that up to the 
time o f the co llisio n Co nducto r Ro s- 
sall had wo rked 32 ho ars co ntinuo us­ 
ly, and that Engineer Jo hnso n had 
wo rked 28 ho urs with o nly two ho urs' 
rest, and article 
s x i i o f the No rthern 
Pacific railro ad schedule fo r co nduc­ 
to rs specifying that ‘co nducto rs will 
no t be permitted to go o ut when it is 
the judgment o f me div isio n superin­ 
tendent o r trainmaster that they re- 
o u'rc rest1” 


W hat a Blnff. 
The Pio Tt^'r Press charges H. C. 
Stiv ers, I he demo cratic candidate fo r 
the leg dature fro m this co unty with 
hav ing deliberately delayed certain 
railro ad legislatio n until he was co m­ 
pelled to disgo rge, whereat Mr. Sti­ 
v ers brumes indignant and wrathy

The grain and wareho use laws no w hi 
fo rce in this state were enacted March 
6, 1885, in respo nse to an o verwhelming 
demand fro m all parts o f the state fo r 
legislative pro tectio n against injustice# 
practiced at the terminal po ints in the 
matter o f grain grading. 
When th# 
state assumed co ntro l at the terminal 
po ints, it fo und the wo rk o f inspectio n 
in a very chao tic co nditio n, each bo ard 
p t trade being go verned by its o wn 
•tandard.and these individuai standards 
shifting to suit the ex igencies o f the 
market. The inauguratio n o f the new 
system o f state inspectio n and weighing 
was, therefo re, received with co ngratu­ 
latio ns o n all sides. 
The bénéficient res nits ex pected fro m 
the new system have been felt every­ 
where thro ugho ut tho state. Many o f 
the evils v. hieh fo rmerly ex isted have 
been mitigated and fairer grades and 
mo re accurate weights at interio r po ints 
are generally the rule. 
No system that 
co uld be devised by the wit o f man 
wo uld be perfKrt, but it is safe to say 
that the present system fo r grain inspec­ 
tio n in this state has been impro ving 
fro m year to y» **r, and that the enfo rce­ 
ment o f the grain laws as they no w’ 
stand leaves little o r no thing to be dc- 
•ired. 
The recent change in the wheat grades 
is a striking illustratio n o f the inde­ 
pendence o f the state grain inspectio n 
department. As w generally kno wn, 
the wheat cro p o f the No rthwest this 
year is o f a peculiar character. 
It is o f 
an ex cellent quality fo r milling pur­ 
po ses, but the wheat is lighter than 
usual. Chief Grain Inspecto r Clausen 
called attentio n to this fact in a circular 
letter issued a few weeks ago , empha­ 
sizing the necessity o f changing the 
grades, as it wo uld be impo ssible to 
handle the cro p 
under the ex isting 
grades witho ut subjecting the fanners 
to serio us lo ties o n their cro p. The step 
pro po sed was a very grave o ne aud 
ex cited general o ppo sitio n amo ng the 
elevato r and o emui’.seian men and o thera 
actively interested in the grain trade. 
But the “elevato r and wheat rings,” 
o f which we hear so much, had to 
co me to terms. 
Mr. Clausen demo n­ 
strated that he is the master o f these 
so -called wheat rings, and a watchful 
aud faithful servant o f the peo ple. 
The change agreed upo n was a great 
victo ry fo r the inspectio n department 
and the farmers. 
It will save millio n# 
o f do llars to the wheat gro wers o f the 
No rthwest o n this year’s cro p. The 
peo ple o f Minneso ta may well co ngratu­ 
late themselves upo n the watchfulness, 
integrity, efficiency and tho ro ugh inde­ 
pendence o f the grain inspectio n depart­ 
ment. 
That the fanners appreciate the bene­ 
fit# co nferred by the new system is o nly 
natural and has been demo nstrated tune 
and again. To illustrate, the platfurm 
ado pted by the state co nventio n o f the 
Farmers’ Alliance in 18d0 pat a stamp 
o f emphatic appro val upo n the ex isting 
system o f handling the cro ps. 
The 
third plank o f that platfo rm demands 
“that the right to establish side track# 
to co nnect grain wareho use# and the 
equal use o f cars shall in no manner be 
abridged,” and the fifth plank demand# 
“ the maintenance o f the present free­ 
do m o f traffic law no w in o ur stat­ 
utes, the present grain laws and the law 
fo r the distributio n o f cars.” 
Certainly, no indo rsement co uld be 
stro nger than this. 
Abo ut a year ago a careful and 
tho ro ugh investigatio n o f the o peratio n 
and enfo rcement o f the inspectio n sys­ 
tem in Minneapo lis was made by The 
Btate, the o rgan o f the state Farmers’ 
Alliance o f Minneso ta. The result o f 
this inquiry is described in an article o f 
nearly five co lumns which appeared in 
the issue o f The State published O ct 22, 
1891. The “co nclusio ns” o f the article 
read substantially as fo llo ws: 
“That state inspectio n is preferable to 
^o ard o f trade, o r any o ther system, we 
have no do ubt. 
It is subject to public co ntro l and 
supervisio n. 
AU o f the detail# are o j>en to the in­ 
spectio n o f interested parties. 
Erro rs can be co rrected when fo und, 
impro vements made when necessary. It 
ay be made mo re efficient by eUiuinat- 
g partisan po litics. 
Mr. Clausen, barring po litics, is a 
Tactical, ho nest and efficient chief, 
either he no r any o ther man can secure 
the highest degree o f efficiency when his 
assistants are appo inted fo r po litical 
purpo ses. 
It is true that the principal po sitio ns, 
so far as we have investigated, are well 
filled. 
Minneso ta is behind the age in no t 


requiring civil service ex aminatio ns fo t 
all departments o f the state go vernment 
A mo re tho ro ugh co -o peratio n o f the 
farmers with the department wo uld 
assist materially in perfecting it. 
State inspectio n is seen by the farmer 
thro ugh the eyes o f the lo cal buyer 
and elevato r agent, who , when they 
canno t justify their grades and do ck­ 
ages. co mplacently unlo ad their disho n­ 
esty by saying, “We wo uld be glad tc 
do better by yo u if it was no t fo r tho se 
d 
state inspecto rs.” 
If the inspectio n service sho uld no t b« 
run fo r po litical purpo ses,neither sho uld 
it be co ndemned fo r po litical purpo ses. 
If all the ho nest interests invo lved 
wo uld co mbine, stato inspectio n wo uld 
be a pro tectio n at the terminals, and a 
terro r to disho nest 
buyers at lo cal 
po ints. 
Of co urse the lo ss in weight« is almo st 
entirely chargeable to the neglect o f th« 
railro ads as hereto fo re suggested. 
They are mo re inimical to shippers, 
and mo re defiant o f ho nest demandi 
and public co nvenience than all o ther 
o rganizatio ns co mbined, and the graie 
j gro weis, state inspectio n, o r anything 
j that is calculated to pro tect public in- 
| tero Bta, receives no assistance fro m them 
^ that is no t co mpulso ry. 
We have had an ex pert, who ha# raised 
I grain in Minneso ta fo r thirty years, 
! carefully investigating the grades given 
! at Minneapo lis, and he repo rts that they 
! are fair. 
To tho farmers o f Minneso ta we say.il 
state inspectio n is no t what it o ught to 
1 be, help to co rrect itt and do no t destro y 
' the tree o f yo ur o wn hand’s planting.

But as they are, they giv« 
the farmers pretty effective pro tectio n. 
The law require^ the railro ads to furnish 
cars to iurmcrs o n eqr.al terms with 
o ther shijqer*-. 
The farmers in Minne­ 
so ta enjo y “freedo m o f traffic” and 
“free aud o pea markets.” Any fo rmer 
who kno ws ho w to take advantage o f 
the o ppo rtnnitiee affo rded by the pres­ 
ent laws is really as independent cf any 
wheat o r elevato r co mbine, if such ex ­ 
ists, as the winds that sweep acro ss the 
prairies. 
Unfo rtunately, the laws are 
o nly imperfectly understo o d by many 
wheat gro wer*.

The grain and warehouse laws now Ik 
force in this state were enacted March 
5, 1885, in response to an overwhelming 
demand from all parts of the state for 
legislative protection against injustices 
practiced at the terminal points in the 
m atter of grain grading. 
When th® 
state assumed control at the terminal 
pointe, it found the work of inspection 
in a very chaotic condition, each board 
(of trade being governed by its own 
•tandard, and these individual standards 
shifting to suit the exigencies of the 
market. 
The inauguration of the new 
system of state inspection and weighing 
was, therefore, received with congratu­ 
lations on all sides. 
The beneficient results expected from 
the new system have been felt every­ 
where throughout the state. 
Many of 
the evils w hieh formerly existed have 
been m itigated and fairer grades and 
more accurate weights at interior points 
are generally the rule. 
No system that 
could be devised by the wit of man 
would be perfect, but it is safe to say 
that the present system for grain inspec­ 
tion in th u state hits been improving 
from year rn year, and that the enforce­ 
ment of the grain laws aa they now 
stand lear es little or nothing to Le de­ 
aired. 
The recent change in the wheat grades 
is a striking illustration of the inde­ 
pendence of the state grain inspection 
department. 
As la generally known, 
the wheat crop of the Northwest this 
year i* of a peculiar character. 
It is of 
an excellent quality for milling pur­ 
poses, but the wheat is lighter titan 
usual. 
Chief Grain Inspector Clausen 
called attention to this fact in a circular 
letter issued a few weeks ago, empha­ 
sizing the necessity of changing the 
grades, as it would be impossible to 
handle the crop 
tinder the existing 
grades without subjecting the farmers 
to serious lethes on their crop. 
The step 
proposed was a very grave one and 
excited general opposition among the 
elevator and 00 rn mission men and others 
actively interested in the grain trade. 
But the “ elevator and wheat rings,” 
of which we hear so much, had to 
come to terms. 
Mr. Clausen demon­ 
strated that he is the master of these 
socalled wheat rings, and a watchful 
and faithful servant of the people. 
The change agreed upon was a great 
victory for the inspection department 
aud the farmers. 
It will save millions 
of dollars to the wheat growers of the 
Northwest on this year's crop. 
The 
people of Minnesota may well congratu­ 
late themselves upon the watchfulness, 
integrity, efficiency and thorough inde­ 
pendence of the grain inspection depart­ 
ment. 
That the fanners appreciate the bene­ 
fits conferred by the new system is only 
natural and has been demonstrated time 
and again. 
To illustrate, the platform 
adopted by the state convention of the 
Farm ers’ Alliance in 1890 put a stamp 
of emphatic approval upon the existing 
system of handling the crops. 
The 
third plank of that platform demands 
“ that the right to establish side tracks 
to connect grain warehouses and the 
equal use of cars shall in no manner be 
abridged,” and the fifth plank demands 
“ the maintenance of the present free­ 
dom of traffic law now in our stat­ 
utes, the preseut grain laws and the law 
for the distribution of cars.” 
Certainly, no indorsement could be 
stronger than this. 
About a year ago a careful 
and 
thorough investigation of the operation 
and enforcement of the inspection sys­ 
tem in Minneapolis was made by The 
State, the organ of the state Farm ers’ 
Alliance of Minnesota. 
The result of 
this inquiry is described in an article of 
Dearly five columns which appeared in 
the issue of The State published O ct 22, 
1891. 
The “conclusions” of the article 
read substantially as follows: 
“That state inspection is preferable to 
hoard of trade, or any other system, we 
have no doubt. 
It is subject to public control and 
supervision. 
All of the details are open to the in­ 
spection of interested parties. 
Errors can be corrected when found, 
Improvements made when necessary. It 
may be made more efficient by eliminat­ 
ing partisan politics. 
Mr. Clausen, barring politics, is a 
practical, honest and efficient chief. 
Neither he nor any other man can secure 
the highest degree of efficiency when his 
assistants are appointed for political 
purposes. 
It is true that the principal positions, 
so far as we have investigated, are well 
filled. 
Minnesota is behind the age in not

A more thorough co-operation of the 
fanners with the department would 
assist materially in perfecting it. 
State inspection is seen by the farmer 
through the eyes of the local buyer 
and elevator agent, who, when they 
cannot justify their grades and dock­ 
ages, complacently unload their dishon­ 
esty by saying, “ We would be glad to 
do better by you if it was not for those 
d 
state inspectors.” 
If the inspection service should not be 
run for political purposes,neither should 
it be condemned for political purposes. 
If all the honest interests involved 
would combine, state inspection would 
be a protection at the terminals, and a 
terror to dishonest 
buyers at local 
points. 
Of course the loss in weights is almost 
entirely chargeable to the neglect of the 
railroads as heretofore suggested. 
They are more inimical to shippers, 
and more defiant of honest demands 
and public convenience than all other 
organizations combined, and the grain 
growers, state inspection, or anything 
that is calculated to protect public in­ 
terests, receives no assistance from them 
that is not compulsory. 
We have had an expert, who has raised 
grain in Minnesota for thirty years, 
carefully investigating the grades given 
at Minneapolis, and he reports thai they 
are fair. 
To tho farmers of [Minnesota we say,ii 
state inspection is not w hat it ought to 
] be, help to correct it) and do not destroy 
tho tree of your own hand’s planting.

This is the testimony of a fair minded 
observer who certainly was not preju­ 
diced a g a in s t the cause of the farmer. 
Th?.* trouble is not primarily with the 
laws nor with tho manner of their en­ 
forcement. 
They are susceptible of im­ 
provement, and will be bettered if the 
Republicans secure control of the next 
legislature. 
But as they are, they give 
the farmers pretty effective protection. 
The law requires the railroads to furnish 
cars to farmers on equal terms with 
other shippers. 
The farmers in Minne­ 
sota enjoy “ freedom of traffic” and 
“ free aud open m arkets.” Any farmer 
who knows how to take advantage of 
the opportunities afforded by the pres­ 
ent laws is really as independent cf any 
wheat or elevator combine, if such ex­ 
ists, as the winds that sweep across the 
prairies. 
Unfortunately, the laws are 
only imperfectly understood by many 
wheat growers. 
For the benefit of such 
farmers we add a few practical sugges­ 
tions oonccrnin g the shipping of w heat 


In stru ction * to F arm er# S h ip p in g W h eat. 


1. Before ordering cars be sure you 
are prepared to haul and load your grain 
without delay, and thus save a dem ur-' 
rage (delay) charge. 
2. Order your car from the local rail­ 
road agent, and endeavor to be in readi­ 
ness to load promptly when car is as- 


4. Before loading car be extremely 
cartful to firmly secure the end and side 
grain doors an I cover all cracks with 
lath and shingles, so as to prevent the 
possibility of leakage during transit. 
а. Never load a car above the capac­ 
ity marked on the outside of such car, 
as many shortages can be ascribed to 
this cause. 
б. After the car is loaded report same 
at once to the railroad agent, giving him 
instructions where and to whom you 
wish it to be consigned and the amount 
of grain loaded. 
7. Procure from the agent a receipt 
showing the name of shipper, point of 
shipment, date, number of car and in­ 
itials, the amount of grain (more or 
less), the name of consignee and destina­ 
tion. 
8. Take this receipt to your local bank 
or some good merchant and draw on the 
commissi'jn merchant for as near the 
full local value of the grain as possible. 
(Commission m erchants will usually ad­ 
vance hut three-quarters of the local 
value of the grain where shippers are 
not well known.) 
Si. Notify the commission merchant by 
letter at once advising him of the ship­ 
ment and stating to him the quantity 
you have loaded, the grade you think it 
ought to go into, and particularly ad­ 
vise him if you desire him to call a re­ 
inspection in the event of its grading be­ 
low what you regard it as worth.

sure to state facts in regard to your 
weights and grades and thus save your 
commission merchant much time, an­ 
noyance and needless expense, which 
must all be charged up> to you.

M any 
p ersons have noticed the 
nabit of the sweet or B okara clover, 
M elilotus alba, of growing in the bo t­ 
tom of brick yards and in p laces 
ulong the roadside where the surface 
soil has been scrap ed aw ay says the 
Orange Judd F arm er—these unp rom ­ 
ising 
situatio n s 
ap p arently 
being 
chosen in p reference to m ore fertile 
soils. Acting on the hint thus given, 
the Ohio Exp erim ent S tation in 18 8 8 
p lowed up , carefully p rep ared and 
seedoi to m elilotus a p iece of stiff 
clay land, p a rt of which had been 
strip p ed of its soil some years p re­ 
viously for brick making, and which 
had since been very unsatisfactory 
for tillage. The 
m elilotus was a l­ 
lowed to grow up and fall down, re­ 
seeding the ground, until the A utum n 
of 18 9 1, when a q uarter acre of the 
ori*/7**J p atch was p lowed and sown 
to wheat, the sam e quan tity of simi­ 
lar land adjoining, which had been 
kep t under ro ta tio n of corn, o a ts and 
w heat, being p rep ared and sown a t 
the sam e tim e and in the sam e m an­ 
ner. The result was a yield of 18.0 
bushels of w heat p er acre from the land 
which had been crop p ed in ro tatio n , 
while th a t which had grown m elilotus 
yielded a t the ra te of 20,9 bushels p er 
acre, and it is again self seeded with a 
dense grow th of melilotus. This ex­ 
p erim ent alone 
is n o t conclusive. 
P robably the w heat crop would have 
been increased as much a t the end of 
one year as for four yeArs growth 
of melilotUH, 
but it was desired to 
study the body of the p lant in other 
resp ects, esp ecially th a t of self-seeding 
and continuous grow th on the sam e 
land; therefore it was left undisturbed 
until it had dem onstrated its ability 
to m aintain itself. The result m ay 
serve as a guide to farm ers who have 
unp roductive clay soils which they 
m ay wish to am eliorate cheap ly. 
It 
m ust be remembered however, th a t 
tti * m elilotus has the habits of a 
weed and m ust be kep t in check, but 
tins is eariiy done. As the m elilotus 
belongs to the sam e family of p lants 
as the clover, it will be understood 
th a t its growth p robably adds actual 
fertility to the soil, in addition to 
the p hysical im p rovem ent p roduced 
by its deep growing roots. 
It m ay be 
sown broadcast in the Sp ring or in 
July, a t the rate of eight or ten p ounds 
seed to the 
acre. 
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I must .say a wo rd as to the ef­ 
ficacy o f German Sy rup.

It m ay be set down as a sound p rin­ 
cip le th a t any drug cap able of p revent­ 
ing the ferm entation of milk is un­ 
safe to take into the hum an stom ach 
as a “steady diet.” Some of the m ost 
em inent chem ists in this country have 
testified th a t the use of such drugs is

NoW and then you meet a mati.Saye 
the F arm , Field and Stockm an, who 
thinks one breed of fowls is as good 
as another, or th a t a hen is a hen no 
m a tte r w hat breed, or w hether her 
breed is of its own p roduction by in- 
breeding year after year. 
Here is a 
letter to an eastern p ap er from a m an 
in Tennessee who believes in mixing 
breeds, but he sees to it th a t the 
mixing is done by p ure cockerels, and 
by this m eans he will have high bred 
if n o t p ure bred fowls. 
lie says: 
I have often been am used a t the 
way seme w riters advocate the m erits 
of som efp artiuular breed of fowls to 
the exclusion of all others. 
Now after 
long exp erience with all the leading 
breeds, I have given up the idea th a t 
p ure breed p oultry is the m ost p rofit­ 
able on the farm for m any reasons. 
Exp erience teaches me th a t the best 
breed for the farm is the one th a t is 
m ost p rofitable 
under all circum­ 
stance« —none of your fancy breeds, 
but a hap p y medium. 
In other words 
for a breed of your own “get up ,” 
take the com m on fowls. 
You can 
breed them ud to any desired quality 
you wish. 
W bile they will not be p ure 
they will be far m ore healthy, m ore 
p rofitable, and just as handsom e. 
It is interesting to note the p eculiar 
characteristics they will develop . 
I 
wish you could see and hear my flock 
of biddies. 
I would not 
exchange 
them for any p ure breed I know of. 
’JTjere are so m any different strain s of 
blood in their little bodies th a t they 
cannot be still; m ust be laying et^rs or 
hatching more little busybody a t all 
times, excep t 
when 
changing their 
co at of m any colors. The way I ac­ 
comp lished it was in this way: 
I com ­ 
menced with tw enty com m on hens 
and a p ure game cockerel. 
I changed 
tiie cockerel every year, and the breed 
every tw o years; th a t is, I g o t p ure 
bred cockerels of a different breed 
from any th a t I have had every two 
years. 
I tre a t turkeys in the same 
way.

N e w P o t a t o D is e a s e . 


About the new disease which has 
ap p eared am ong the p o tato es in Ver­ 
m ont, Prof. L R. Jones, of the S tate 
Agricultural exp erim ent sta tio n says: 
The differences between this and the 
ordinary blight are: F irst—The sp ores 
of the fungus which causes the true 
blight or “rus t” p ass from the blight 
ing vines to the tubers, causing them 
to ro t. No ro tting ot the tubers is 
caused by the new disease. 
Second 
—The true blight or “ rust” a tta c ks 
later p o tato es the w orst. The "now 
disease” is confined to e a rly p otatoes. 
T hird—the true blight or “rus t” can 
be checked by sp raying with th e B or­ 
deaux m ixture. The new disease is 
not as easily checked by such sp ray­ 
ing. Practically, everything in the 
way of diseased p o ta to leaves, has 
been the “ new disease.” This is every­ 
where on early p otatoes, so far as we 
can learn. The diseased p lants ap p ear 
sickly and of a yellowish cast instead 
of a dark, healthy green. 
Soon the 
leaves turn yellow and 
die. The 
death 
begins 
on uninjured leaves 
abo ut the tip and edges and they 
die rath er slowly, so th a t they become 
crisp and curl a t the tip and edges as 
the disease p rogresses. The trouble 
is worse on leaves p artially eaten by 
p o ta to bugs and other insects. W hen­ 
ever one is injured, the disease a ttacks 
it 
and sp reads from these sp ots. 
Thus a leaf m ay show a score or m ore 
of black sp ots varying in size from a 
p in head to a m arble. 
In some fields 
of early p o tato es all are dead or dy­ 
ing. Very few p o ta to growers will 
m istake the true blight or " rus t” 
when they see it. This disease is com- 
mencine to show on later p otatoes. 
The large blueish black sp ots ap p ear 
a t any p lace. These sp read so rap id ­ 
ly th a t "the whole le a f» » killed in a 
c!ayo rt\vo . There is not tim e for it 
to dry and curl, but it bangs limp and 
ro tting from the stem . The surest 
evidence of the blight as distinguish­ 
ed from the new disease is the p res­ 
ence of the mildew which causes the 
blight. 
It can easily be seen on the 
under side of the rap idly lig h tin g 
leave« a« a delicate whit« mildew 


p ap er 
the celery bunches before banking up . 
It will bleach better and be m ore free 
from rust and worms. 


If you wish to m ake a sp ecialty of 
very early lam bs for m arket, use a 
cross of Southdow n up on Dorset. The 
lam bs of this cross will be hornless. 


The very best ba tte r is still m ade 
in the p rivate dairy, but the largest 
am ount of good butter, and the high­ 
est average p roduct, are from the 
cream ery. 


The growing of m utto n sheep will af­ 
ford p rofitable em p loym ent for every 
acre of good grazing land in the coun­ 
try. There is no use letting it rem ain 
idle. 


E arly sown rye will help the p igs 
through the fall and winter and give 
them a good, green bite in the sp ring. 
It will m ore th a n rep ay the cost of 
seeding. 


In startin g a cream ery not less ban 
600 cows should be p ledged a t the 
s ta rt, and 1,000 would be better. The 
larger the am ount of inilk worked the 
sm aller the p ro p o rtio n ate cost of op ­ 
eration. 


The best thing you can do for the 
garden, as soon as the crop s are h a r­ 
vested, is to turn w hat is left under 
the ground. C ultivate the habit of re­ 
turning to the soil everything p ossible 
which has been grown from it 


The p rices for com m on and inferior 
horses are continually growing lower. 
A few years m ore and their value will 
be p retty near nothing. F arm ers who 
are wise will avoid breeding any 
but 
good stock. 


Weeds left in the fence corners this 
fall m ay m ake the whole farm foul 
next sp ring. 
Strange how the seeds 
travel, but they will d o it. The wind, 
birds and running brooks all help to 
scatter them . 


The sucking p ig m ay be growing 
nicely, but you will cheat yourself 
with a false idea of the p rofits unless 
you keep your eye on the sow.

R ep orts received by the Idaho su­ 
p erintendent of 
p ublic instruction 
show th a t the trustees of nearly every 
school district in the sta te of Idaho 
are having 
difficulty 
in retaining 
school-teachers. The fair p edagogues 
m arry a t an alarm ing rate, and there 
is a co n stan t call for new teachers. 
Young women flock into Idaho from 
the e a st—p articularly Iowa, Illinois 
and M issouri—easily obtain situations 
as teachers, and in from three to six 
m onths about 50 p er cent of them are 
m arried, leaving their schools for the 
m ore congenial surroundings of homes. 
There are in Idaho so m any m ore meu 
th a n women th a t a p retty ami intelli­ 
gent giri from anywhere has no diffi­ 
culty in securing m ore adm irers th an 
she knows w hat to do with. The 
school trustees com p lain because, in 
m any instances, teachers m arry and 
desert their schools in the middle of 
the term s, thus causing much incon­ 
venience and loss of time. The sta te 
sup erintendent has on file letters from 
over three hundred w onun who are 
desirous of obtaining 
p ositions in 
Idaho, and, the Argonaut says, is in­ 
clined to believe th a t about five-sixths 
of the ap p licants, having heard of 
Idaho's fame as a m atrim onial field, 
are m ore anxious to go there in search 
of a rich husband th a n to instruct the 
hardy youth of the state. 
If any 
more women are emp loyed this year

S w eat C lover E x p erim en t—P o u ltry

S w eet C lover E xperim ent. 
M any 
persons have noticed the 
Habit of the sweet or B okara clover, 
MelHotus alba, of growing in the b o t­ 
tom of brick yards and in places 
ulong the roadside where the surface 
soil has been scraped aw ay says the 
Orange Judd F arm er—these unprom ­ 
ising 
situ atio n s 
apparently 
being 
chosen in preference to m ore fertile 
soils. Acting on the hint thus given, 
the Ohio Experim ent S tation in 1888 
ploxved up, carefully prepared and 
seedoJ to m elilotus a piece of stiff 
clay land, p a rt of which had been 
stripped of its soil some years pre­ 
viously for brick making, and which 
had since been very unsatisfactory 
for tillage. The 
m elilotus was al­ 
lowed to grow up and fall down, re­ 
seeding the ground, until the A utum n 
of 1*91, when a q u arter acre of the 
on^!r**J p atch was plowed and soxvn 
to wheat, the sam e qu an tity of simi­ 
lar land adjoining, which had been 
kept under ro ta tio n of corn, o a ts and 
w heat, being prepared and sown a t 
the sam e tim e and in the sam e m an­ 
ner. The result was a yield of 18.0 
bushels of w heat per acre from the land 
which had been cropped in ro tatio n , 
while th a t which had grown m elilotus 
yielded a t the ra te of 28,9 bushels per 
ncre, and it is again self seeded with a 
dense grow th of m elilotus. This ex­ 
perim ent alone 
is not conclusive. 
P robably the w heat crop would have 
been increased as much a t the end of 
one year as for four years growth 
of melilotus, 
but it was desired to 
study the body of the plant in other 
respects, especially th a t of self-seeding 
and continuous grow th on the sam e 
land; therefore it was left undisturbed 
until it had dem onstrated its ability 
to m aintain itself. The result m ay 
serve as a guide to farm ers who have 
unproductive clay soils which they 
m ay wish to am eliorate cheaply. 
It 
m ust be remembered however, th a t 
tli i m elilotus has the habits of a 
weed and m ust be kept in check, but 
tins is easily done. As the m elilotus 
belongs to tile sam e family of plants 
as the clover, it will be understood 
th a t its grow th probably adds actual 
fertiiity to the soil, in addition to 
the physical im provem ent produced 
by its deep growing roots. 
It m ay be 
sown broadcast in the Spring or in 
.July, a t the ra te o fe ig h to rten pounds 
seed to the 
acre.

M ilk P re s e rv a tiv e s . 
It m ay be set down as a sound prin­ 
ciple th a t any drug capable of prevent- 
! ing the ferm entation of milk is un* 
I safe to tak e into the hum an stom ach 
J as a “steady diet." Some of the m ost 
j em inent chem ists in this country have 
I testified th a t the use of such drugs is 
j detrim ental to the 
public health, 
j And yet we fear th a t the use of them 
is considerable, the tem ptation being 
great and the knowledge of their de­ 
leterious effects n o t being so general 
as it should be. 
Steps have been taken in England 
to m ake the subject fam iliar to the 
public in a very forcible way. 
A milk 
dealer in London was recently prose- 
I outed for selling milk containing a 
preservative 
drug. 
The 
official 
analyst, Dr. Kideal, being called to 
the witness box, testified th a t thepre- 
servative used was a drug, not a food, 
and th a t it was used by medical men 
as a drug for special cases. 
It had, 
he said, an injurious effect upon the 
kidneys by producing a secretion of 
album en, and there was ab u n d an t 
medical evidence to show th a t it was 
very injurious to infants. The sm all­ 
est q u antity, he added, would render 
the milk injurious. 
The result of the trial was th a t the 
offending m ilkm an was fined about 
three pounds and costs, although he 
pleaded ignorance of its presence in 
the milk, and expresses! himself as 
sorry th a t be had failed to obtain 
a w ritten guaranty of the purity of 
tile milk before purchasing it. This 
did not, however, soften the heart of 
the judge, who rem arked th a t, while 
sorry for the defendant, 
he was a 
good deal m ore sorry for those who 
had drank the adulterated milk, 
It appeared in the course of the 
trial th a t the jierservative was being 
used extensively in milk and butter, 
and theL ondon authorities havedeter- 
mined to proceed against all offenders 
under th e“Saleof Foodand Drugs a c t.”

P o u ltry fo r th e Farm . 
Now and then you meet a man,Says 
the Farm, Field and Stockman, who 
thinks one breed of fowls is as good 
as another, or tiiat a hen is a hen no 
m atter what breed, or whether her 
breed is of its own production by in- 
breeding year after year. Here is a 
letter to an eastern paper from a man 
in Tennessee who believes in mixing 
breeds, but he sees to it th at the 
mixing is done by pure cockerels, and 
by this means he will have high bred 
if not pure bred fowls. 
He says: 
I have often been am used a t the 
way seme w riters advocate the m erits 
of som egparticular breed of fowls to 
the exclusion of all others. Now after 
long experience with all the leading 
breeds, I have given up the idea th a t 
pure breed poultry is the m ost profit­ 
able on the farm for m any reasons. 
Experience teaches me th a t the best 
breed for the farm is the one th a t is 
m ost profitable 
under all circum­ 
stances—none of your fancy breeds, 
b u t a happy medium. 
In other words 
for a breed of your own “get up, 
tak e the com m on fowls. You can 
breed them ud to any desired quality 
you wish. 
VV^hile they will not be pure 
they will be far m ore healthy, m ore 
profitable, and just as handsom e. 
It is interesting to note the peculiar 
characteristics they will develop. 
I 
wish y o u could see and hear my flock 
of biddies. 
I would not 
exchange 
them for any pure breed I know of. 
There are so m any different strain s of 
blood in their little bodies th a t they 
cannot be still; m ust be laying eggs or 
hatching more little busybody a t all 
tim es, except 
when 
changing their 
co at of m any colors. The way I ac­ 
complished it was in this way: 
Icom - 
menced with tw enty com mon hens 
and a pure game cockerel. 
I changed 
tile cockerel every year, and the breed 
every two years; th a t is, I got pure 
bred cockerels of a different breed 
from nnv th a t I have had every two 
years. 
I tre a t turkeys in tile sam e 
w’ay.

Guiana and the Atlantic Ocean, and 
on the west by the United States of 
Columbia,” writes Don Nicanor Bolet- 
Paraza, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States, in the New England Magazine 
for October. “Its territory comprises 
1,552,741 
square kilometres; it is 
therefore three times the size or France 
or Germany, and five times the size of 
Italy,—larger 
than any 
European 
country excepting Russia. 
Its coast 
line measuring 3,020 kilometers, con­ 
tains 32 ports, 50 coves and many 
anchorages, 
without counting 
the 
outlets of its many navigable rivers 
and the inland ports of its lakes. The 
largest of these lakes is Lake Mara­ 
caibo, whose surface measures, 21,- 
728 square kilometres. On its shore 
is situated the handsome city of Mara­ 
caibo. 
The surrounding country is 
very fertile, and there are many ports 
which give exit to the agricultural 
products of the immense belt of the 
Cordillera. 
“ W ithin the territo ry of Venezuela, 
1,047 rivers have their headquarters. 
M any of them are navigable, like the 
Orinoco,—which is the second river 
of South America,—the Apure, the 
Portuguesa, and others. They ran 
through the three great zones into 
which the country is natu rally divided, 
the zones of agriculture, th a t m eas­ 
ures 349,488 square kHometres, the 
pasture zone, 405,313, and the virgin 
of forest zone, which ha« an extent of 
797,940 square kilom etres. 
In these 
three sections there is a great variety 
of clim ates, and alm ost everything 
can be cultivated to advantage. There 
are only tw o seasons,—the rainy, 
which is called winter, and the dry;

N e w P o ta to D ise ase, 


A bout the new disease which has 
appeared am ong the po tato es in Ver­ 
m ont, Prof. L R. Jones, of the S tate 
Agricultural experim ent sta tio n says: 
The differences between this and the 
ordinary blight are: F irst—The spores 
of the fungus which causes the tru 9 
blight o r “ru s t” pass from the blight­ 
ing vines to the tubers, causing them 
to ro t. No ro tting of the tubers is 
caused by the new disease. 
Second 
—The tru e blight or “ru s t” a tta c k s 
later p o tato es the w orst. The “new 
disease” is confined to early po tato es 
T hird—the tru e blight or “ru s t” can 
be checked by spraying with the B or­ 
deaux m ixture. The new disease is 
not as easily checked by such sp ray ­ 
ing. Practically, everything in the 
way of diseased p o ta to leaves, has 
been the “ new disease.” This is every­ 
where on early potatoes, so far as we 
can learn. The diseased plants appear 
sickly and of a yellowish cast instead 
of a dark, healthy green. 8oon the 
leaves tu rn yellow and 
die. The 
death 
begins 
on uninjured leaves 
ab o u t th e tip and edges and they 
die ra th e r slowly, so th a t they become 
crisp and curl a t the tip and edges as 
the disease progresses. The trouble 
is worse on leaves partially eaten by 
p o ta to bugs and other insects. W hen­ 
ever one is injured, the disease attack s 
it 
and spreads from these spots. 
T hus a leaf m ay show a score or m ore 
of black spots varying in size from a 
pin head to a m arble. In some fields 
of early p o tato es all are dead o r dy­ 
ing. Very few p o ta to growers will 
m istake the tru e blight or “ru s t” 
when they see it. This disease is com ­ 
mencing to show on later potatoes. 
The large blueish black spots appear 
a t any place. These spread so rap id ­ 
ly th a t the whole leaf i» killed in a 
day or two. There is not tim e for it 
to dry and curl, b u t it hangs limp and 
ro tting from the stem . The surest 
evidence of the blight as distinguish­ 
ed from the new disease is the pres­ 
ence of the mildew which causes the 
blight. 
It can easily be seen on the 
under side of th e rapidly blighting 
leaves as a delicate white mildew

E arly sown rye will help the pigs 
through the fall and w inter and give 
them a good, green bite in the spring. 
It will more th a n repay the cost of 
seeding. 


In startin g a cream ery not less ban 
600 cows should be pledged a t tile 
sta rt, and 1,000 would be better. The 
larger the am ount of milk worked the 
sm aller the p ro p o rtio n ate cost of op­ 
eration.

is a co n stan t call for new teachers. 
Young women flock into Idaho from 
the east—particularly Iowa, Illinois 
and M issouri—easily obtain situations 
as teachers, and in from three to six 
m onths ab o u t 50 per cent of them are 
m arried, leaving their schools for the 
m ore congenial surroundings of homes. 
There are in Idaho so m any more men 
th a n women th a t a p retty and intelli­ 
gent girl from anywhere has no diffi­ 
culty in securing m ore adm irers th an 
she knows w hat to do with. The 
school trustees com plain because, in 
m any instances, teachers m arry and 
desert their schools in the middle of 
the term s, thus causing niuvh incon­ 
venience and loss of time. The sta te 
superintendent has on file letters from 
over three hundred women who are 
desirous of obtaining 
positions in 
Idaho, and, the A rgonaut says, is in­ 
clined to believe th a t a b o u t five-sixths 
of the applicants, having heard of 
Id ah o ’s fame as a m atrim onial field, 
are m ore anxious to go there in search 
of a rich husband th a n to instruct the 
hardy youth of the state.
